1,000 persons were in attendance for a fund-raising meeting. 
According to Reverend JOSEPH LOWERY, Chairman of the Board, 
most of the members of the board appeared in Detroit for 
the meeting. At the meeting, HOSEA L. WILLIAMS, SCLC 
National Program Coordinator, stated he would take the 
opportunity to tell the audience about SCLC's war against 
repression.

B. May, 1970, Campaign against Repression 


The May 18, 1970, edition of the “Atlanta 
Constitution", a daily newspaper published in Atlanta, 
contained an article on page one captioned, “Abernathy 
Tells Plan for Big March Here". The article states that a . 
“mammoth and gigantic’ march against the “violence, brutality 
and killings that have thrown America into &@ national emergency 
in recent weeks" will be held in Atlanta on May 23, 1970, 
according to Reverend RALPH D, ABERNATHY. According to 
the newspaper article, SCLC would conduct & march beginning 
at 10:30 a.m., at the tomb of Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., 
at the Ebenezer Baptist Church on Auburn Avenue in Atlanta, 
The parade would proceed to the State Capital and then to 
Morehouse College in Atlanta, According to the article, 
other SCLC marches scheduled for the same date were being 
organized in Los Angeles, California, and Chicago, Illinois. 
According to the article, ABERNATHY said the march and rally 
would protest the “wanton murder" of six “black” men in 
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Augusta, Georgia, the “increasingly brutal repression"
